DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Finality of the rejection of the last Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the 
finality of that action is withdrawn. Claims 1-11,13-18, 20-23, 25-46 are pending. 
Claims 1-7 and 26-34 are withdrawn as drawn to non-elected claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 8, 10, 11, 14-15, 17-18, 20, 22-23, 25, 35-46 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by El Shami et al. (US 6,525,187). 
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El Shami et al. disclose the nucleic acid which is 99.8% identical to the claimed 
SEQ ID NO:1 ; vector and host cell comprising the nucleic acid and method of making 
the protein using the host cell (columns 2 and 13-35). El Shami et al. disclose a 
polypeptide which is 99.7% identical to SEQ ID NO:2 (columns 3, 8-10, 13-35). The 
polypeptide of El Shami et al. inherently would have the function of binding to androgen 
receptor. The difference in structure between the claimed SEQ ID NO:2 and the 
polypeptide of El Shami et al. is small where only 4 amino acids difference due to 
conservative substitution of amino acids. Furthermore, both proteins are found 
expressed in same cells such as heart and liver cells. 

3. Claims 9, 16 and 21 are allowed. Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
